Only one change was made in the teaching force. 
Miss Annette Bergeron, who had taught for two years 
in the Flaghole school resigned, and Miss Gertrude 
Maloney of Franklin, a graduate of Plymouth Noraml 
School of the class of 1931, took her place. 


It seemed wise not to continue the cadet teachers in 
the two schools where this type of teacher had been em- 
ployed for a number of years. Consequently two regu- 
lar teachers began their work in these schools. Miss 
Catherine Curran of Franklin, and a graduate of Keene 
Normal School of the class of 1931, was secured for the 
Dyer’s Crossing school. Miss Curran had previously 
served as a cadet teacher in this school. Miss Marjorie 
Marston of Loudon, N. H., and a graduate of Plymouth 
Normal School, class of 1931, was elected to teach in the 
30ston Hill school.

Pupils returning to the Flaghole school found almost 
a new school room awaiting them. ‘The money appro- 
priated for this work was certainly well spent. By 
enlarging the building a much more workable school 
room was obtained. By careful planning the size of 
the room was enlarged, better lighting secured and a 
more pleasing school room in all respects was the result. 
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A. hard wood floor, attractive paint in three different 
colors, a white iron sink and a new teacher’s desk were 
other items added to make this a more enjoyable work 
room. 


Since the opening of school and the organizing of the 
work for the year, my work has been chiefly the giving 
of reading tests to the pupils from the third grade up 
through the eighth grade. I did this to determine the 
ability of the children to get the thought from the printed 
page and to find the rate of reading or the number of 
words read per minute. 


The results of these tests in most every instance show 
that the pupil who read below the required rate for the 
Praeemcdia not teach the comprehension score for the 
grade. 


In short conferences with each teacher, the pupils’ 
papers were looked over and remedies suggested to be 
used in bringing the pupils up to the required level in 
rate and comprehension. 


As an aid to increase the ability of the pupils in the 
lower grades to read silently, work books to accompany 
the readers in these grades have been given each pupil. 
Careful supervision of this phase of teaching reading 
on the part of the teacher I am sure will soon begin to 
show the desired results. 


Grades 9 and 10 


Mt tne tequest of the parents of the girls’ enrolled in 
the ninth and tenth grades, work was begun in these 
grades September 14. 


The two rooms of the firehouse were turned over to 
the district and these were made ready to serve as a two- 
year high school. 


The requirements of the State Board of Education for 
a standard two year high school have been met and the 
approval of this body has been given. 
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The program as approved by the State Board of Edu- 
cation is printed below:

Six girls are enrolled in the ninth grade and eighteen 
in the tenth grade. Of this number one comes from 
Salisbury and three from Wilmot. ‘Tuition at the rate 
of fifty-five dollars for each pupil per year is being 
received, 


While the school law requires that school boards shall 
give further instruction beyond the elementary school to 
children whose parents request it, no such provision is 
made for work in grades eleven and twelve. 


If such instruction is wanted, a special appropriation 
will have to be made to cover the cost. Probably 
$1,350.00 would cover this additional expense.

$3,565.00 should be raised for high school tuition for the 
year 1932-1933. This figure is based on the supposition 
that the pupils now attending will continue to attend the 
same schools as at present and that certain new pupils 
will attend either Franklin or Proctor Academy. Should 
the district vote not to offer work for the girls of the 
eleventh and twelfth grades, an additional amount must 
be raised to pay the tuition of this group. 


Repairs 


The Boston Hill school needs to be painted on the 
outside, and some sort of a floor is needed in the wood 
shed. Seventy-five dollars would probably cover these 
two items. At the Andover. village school the toilets 
are in a sad state. Inasmuch as there is running water 
in the building it would seem wise to install flush toilets 
in place of the present chemical ones. I suggest that 
this matter be given consideration and that money be 
raised to change | over from the present system.
